Deseronto's 1951 Council sub- 
scribed to the oath of office and 
Qfificially assumed their civic du- 
ties on Tuesday morning at 11 
a.m. when the first meeting of 
the new council was held in the 
Town Hall. Mayor R. K. Jackson 
presided over a full meeting. 

Opening the meeting, Mayor 
Jackson told members of council 
that their duty was to do the 
best job they could for the town. 
“T will support all good legisla- 
tion,” he stressed, “and do my 
best to defeat bad legislation.” 

He went on to express the 
hope that all members would do 
the same and pointed out that all

mor. Bake thoroughly in oven, 
moderately garnish with a few 
amiles and a sprig of joy. then

The old adage “what goes up, 
must come down,” has been ex- 
ploded as far as cost of living is 
concerned.

Victory Loan Worker 

Mr. Detlor was one of the more 
important figures in the Victory 
Loan drives which were held in 
Deseronto throughout the war 
years. He gave freely of his time 
and energy to this task, and was 
responsible for a great deal of 
the success which attended these 
drives locally. 

Among the memorials to his 
memory, is the Deseronto Skat- 
‘ing Rink, of which he was one 
of the staunchest supporters. 
Mark Detlor was probably the 
most enthusiastic proposer of 
the scheme; and worked untir- 
ingly to bring it to fulfillment. 
When the idea first began to take 
shape in the winter of 1942-43, 
he filled the office of Financial 
Chairman of the Rink Committee 
and through his efforts, a con- 
siderable sum of money was rais- 
ed, sufficient to build the present 
rink. Work done, and actual 
cash raised, amounted to well 
over $4,,000. / 

Speaking of Mr. Detlor, with 
whom he had sat on the Public 
Utilities Commission for the 
past two years, Mayor R. K. 
Jackson. said: “He was always 
progressive and unlike many 
other men who are content, as 
they grow older, to sit and rem- 
inisce of days gone by, he lived 
for the future.” 

As a member of the P.U.C., I 
found that he was entirely im- 
partial in his judgments, and al- 
ways endeavoured to be fair in 
his decisions, allowing no preju- 
dice or favouritism to cloud his 
vie int.” 

“Particularly as regards Youth, 
Mark Detlor was an exceptional 
individual. He had the interests 
of the younger generation at 
heart, and was. never happier, 
than when he was doing some- 


thing that would benefit them, | 


even when it was obvious that 
the fruition of his efforts would 
not be seen for many years after 
he had passed from the scene.

Cheese Producers 
Ask Goyernment 
\To Ban Import 


The Ontario Cheese Producers’ 
Association Friday decided to 
ask the federal government to 
ban the import of cheddar as 
long as domestic requirements 
are met by Canadian producers. 

It also urged the Ontario gov- 
ernment, by resolution, to pro- 
hibit the manufacture and sale 
of margarine. 

Amather resolution asked that 
the Producers’ Marketing Board 
take over the marketing of all 
cheddar produced in Ontario. It 
called for a two-price system, 
one for export and the other for 
the domestic market. 

A resolution urging the federal 
government to press the British 
government to pay & higher price 
for Canadian cheese than last 
year's 31 cents wail pound was un- 
animously carried. 

At earns time the cheese 
producers suggested that the fed- 
eral government raise its cheese 
subsidy over the three cents a 
pound paid last year.

“UNEMPLOYMENT 
out of some young men. They would rather take $18 
a week in insurance than go where work ‘is available.” 

This statement was not yoiced by any reactionary, 
conservative industrialist. 

It is the considered opinion, recently expressed, of a 
man intimately acquainted with the operation of our Un- 
employment Insurance Commission, and one who is en- 
tirely sympathetic to the plight of those whio are jobless 
through no fault of their own. 

He must remain anonymous because he is a senior 
civil servant. But his views are worthy of study. 

Far too many Canadians look upon jobless insurance 
funds as money which they, themselves, have saved and, 
therefore, money which they have a right to dispose of 
as they see fit. 

That, of course, is far from the case. 

Jobless insurance funds are not the sum total of the 
sayings of all Canadian workers. If each contributor 
decided to quilt work and draw all the unemployment in- 
surance to which he or she is “en'tiled”, the fund would 
be speedily broke. 

While there are 585 million dollars in the federal 
unemployment insurance treasury it is worth noting 
that in 1949, a year in which Canadian employment was 
at a high, ithe fund staged a yery ‘close race’ between 
costs and income. 

Unemployment insurance is insurance and nothing 
more. It is intended to cover short term emergencies. It 
is paid out of funds contributed. only one-third by the 
employee, and the balance by the employer and general 
tax-paying public. 

Insurance is only good if it is paid out under sound, 
business principles. 

It is not designed, and never was, to bonus idleness. 





CITIES ARE UNNECESSARY HABITS 
(Midland Free Press) 

The Large Cities of this world are doomed. 

And their death was foretold before the day of the 
atom bomb. 

Militarily unsound now, they thad already become 
socially unacceptable. 

Generally a city grows because its site offers trans- 
portation advantages. 

Cities originated, however, when men had no trans- 
portation worthy of the name, when foot traffic moved 
at 3 miles an hour and the horsedrawn vehicle was the 
standard means of moving freight. 

People who worked in an office or a factory had to 
live reasonably close to the job. They were forced to 
huddle together. 

With the great improvement in transportation, how- 
ever, there is no longer any reason why human beings 
should live like that. Why do so many do it? Largely 
from force of habit — and they are getting over the, habit.
